Ingr or as soon as anyone was able to 
enter the furnace room, both doors 
were open and. it is believed that gas 
collected and exploding blew open the 
doors, the flames being communicat- 
ed to the soft wood and that In turn 
Ignited the floor joists aftjove through 
the plastering over metal lath, which 
allowed the tire to enter the corridor 
above and it naturally followed the 
stairways and halls.
